Why is the cost of living high in the. United 
States. Many causes are assigned, among them — 
profiteering, excessive cost of labor, and others 
similar. But after, accounting for all that the 
fact remains that not over one-third of the ex- 
cess-cost is yet accounted for. 

The real reason has been that all of Europe, 
including England, is bankrupt, both as to money 
and goods. We have been. lending them bil- 
lions of money and more billions An credit on 
goods. The result is that all our manufacturers, 


- in every line, almost without exception, _ have 


been exporting to Europe and placing their own 
country on short rations. Europe bids fancy 
prices for the goods, with the money we have 
been fools enough to lend them,’ and then we 
must meet that competition and pay those same 
exhorbitant prices for everything we eat, drink, 
wear or uge. 


Any merchant will tell you “today that if he 
sends in an order for goods he will receive, if 
lucky, from one-tenth to one-fourth the amount 
he orders, The rest has gone to Europe for the 
use -and—benefit--of .a lot -of—paupers who, al- 


. though the war stopped.a year ago, are still too 


lazy to go to work and produce for themselves, 
and always will be too lazy as long as we are 
suckers enough. to lend them the money and ex- 
tend them the credit upon the worthless security 
of their bankrupt kingdoms. 


Nothing could. come from this . orazy condition . 


of greed, on the part. of Huropeans and Ameri- 
cans alike, but a smash. When anybody under- 
takes to stand on their ear they get a tumble 
soonet or later., Any time you try to hoist your- 
self over the fence by your own bootstraps you 
are going to get a fall. No stream ever rose 
any higher than its own source for any length

You will remember in Nasby’s Confederate 
Crossroads stories that as long as Bascom would 
take the spurious money they issued for whisky, 
all went well, but as soon as Bascum sent a bale 
of it to Louisville to the ‘wholesale house for a 
fresh supply, they would not take it for one 
cent on the $100, and so everybody was under 
the pairiful necessity of sobering up. 

And that is what is confronting this whole 
country right now, :We are under the painful 
necessity of sobering up, We have all been on 
a big drunk and are suffering from busthead and 
all the attending results. 

The bottom has dropped out of the junk 
money Europe is paying with. It has no value 
because there is no security behind it and the 
‘countries issueing it; including’ England, cannot 
even pay us the interest upon the billions they 
have already borrowed, and are seeking to fund 
it, and maybe repudiate it. 

Exchange on their fiat money in New York 
has dropped just like the spurious paper cur- 
rency issued by Nasby, and the manufacturer 
here who sold them goods now igets his pay in 
a currency that is not worth fifty cents on a, 
dollar, and some of it not worth the. paper it is 
printed on. 

The result must be, and will be, that credits 
will be shut off unless paid for in gold or its 
equivalent. That means the flooding of 
America with its own goods, plenty of. com- 
petition, and an immediate drop in prices, on 
everything we use, from lumber to sox. 

Just as long “as we hold the nursing bottle 
to the wide mouth of Europe, just so long will 

we have to pay from two to ten prices for every- 
thing we eat, drink, wear or use here in America, 
and the next day after we commence weaning 
them from sucking the American cow dry we will 
begin to get a little of fhe cream for ourselves. 


If cows rode on the street cars or went 
to the movies, they would chew their 
euds, too, just as so many others do in 
public places now, using gum instead. 


The nation welcomes the dissolution of 
the packers’ trust, a great and grand 
work. Prices will now proceed in orderly 
fashion to become higher than they were 
before, a la Standard Oil dissolution.
